Drill Deeper 
After Oil 
Discovery 


The Cardoxa-Union Oil 
Com­ 
pany of Fort Worth, Tex., in ful­ 
fillment of its contract, will drill 
to a depth of 3,000 feet in a test 
well on the farm of Mrs. Eddye 
Phillips, a mile west of New Mad­ 
rid, where oil was found Monday 
morning at the 1,800 feet level. 
Drilling on the well began last 
Tuesday and at a depth of less 
than 1500 feet solid rock was en­ 
countered. Boring 250 feet through 
this the rotary drill, operations of 
which are being superintended by 
Bob Milam, who came here last 
week from Smackover, Ark., the 
drillers encountered a sand strata 
and the first oil. The liquid did 
not rise to the top of the well, 
but its presence was found in the 
sand taken from the shaft at the 
1800-foot depth. Geologists of the 
oil firm estimated the sand en­ 
countered thus far would not pro­ 
duce above 25 to 30 barrels of oil 
per day.

St. Louis.—The eighth anniver­ 
sary of legal 
beer’s 
return 
to 
America 
occurs 
next 
Monday. 
Since it was re-legalized in 1933, 
beer has built far-reaching eco­ 
nomic and other benefits extend­ 
ing into every state and it is now 
legally sold in all of them. It has 
aided employment, sales of farm 
products, m anufacturing and giv­ 
en general business benefits esti­ 
mated to exceed thirteen billion 
dollars. 
It has paid more than $2,800,- 
000,000 in direct taxes and license 
fees. A substancial part of this 
revenue goes for national defense, 
much of the rest to 
social 
and 
other public improvements in the 
various states.

THE PLACE OF SOCIAL 
STUDIES IN THE MODERN 
CURRICULUM

The social studies are playing 
an ever-increasing part 
in 
the 
elementary 
curriculum 
of 
the 
public schools today. Until recent­ 
ly the social studies have been 
presented as separate and distinct 
bodies of subject matter, such as 
history, geography, and civics. The 
present trend is to unify, corre­ 
late, and integrate these subjects 
into a “science of getting along 
with people.” This rather broad 
interpretation of the social stud­ 
ies includes “the whole range of 
human activities, 
past, 
present 
and future,” with particular em­ 
phasis on those facts and condit­ 
ions which concern man 
as 
he 
strives to secure the best things 
of life. 
Several studies have been made 
in an effort to discover the major 
fields of human concern. The fol­ 
lowing list contains the most uni­ 
versally accepted fields as reveal­ 
ed by the studies, although the 
order of their importance varies 
according 
to 
each 
particular 
study; 
1. “Government. 
2. “Nations and states, (mostly 
economic and political). 
3. “Education. 
4. “Transporation and travel. 
5. “Intellectual vision. 
6. “Geography. 
7. “Buildings. 
8. “Health, sanitation, disease.

Any phase of these fields or any 
group of them may be included 
under social studies. Man’s de­ 
gree of interest in the above sub­ 
jects varies with his age and ex­ 
perience, but from early child­ 
hood he is aware of them as they 
concern himself and 
affect 
his 
own small world. 
For example, the child entering 
school for the first time finds the 
study of the family 
and 
home 
life particularly appealing. It links 
the familiar pattern of home life 
with the new and unfam iliar one 
of school life. He is allowed to dis­ 
cuss his own family, his pets, his 
friends, his neighbors, his father’s 
occupation, his home duties, and 
other things vitally im portant to 
him. In turn he hears his school 
friends present their views on the 
same things. His own 
view 
is 
broadened 
as 
he 
learns 
that 
M ary’s father is a grocer; John’s 
is a postman; Alice’s is a dentist, 
and so on. When this interest in 
occupations 
has 
been 
properly 
stimulated, field trips to the local 
dairy, post office, grocery or laun­ 
dry give the child a closer and 
more real contact. He begins to 
see how the various occupations 
fit into the pattern of life—how 
interdependent we actually 
are. 
He has a respect for each voca­ 
tion as he sees the necessary part 
it plays. He develops an attitude 
of tolerance and 
a 
democratic 
spirit. 
As the child advances and his 
interests become more specialized, 
he and his group may choose to go 
more thoroughly into one particu­ 
lar field. For example, he might 
choose the study of cotton. This 
¿tudy would involve agriculture, 
commerce, transportation, 
geog­ 
raphy. labor, racial problems, fi­ 
nance. and government 
policies. 
Regardless of what isolated sub­ 
jects he selects, he will necessar­ 
ily touch on many others. 
Tnt field of social studies has 
boundless possibilities and should 
be given a prominent place in our 
‘ modern 
curriculum.

New Y ork.—F arm cash incom e 
from m ilk for 1940 totaled $1,- 
502,000,000— an increase of $147,-

Figures for 1940 show the im ­ 
portance of m ilk as a m ainstay of 
farm purchasing pow er, the re ­ 
port says. The increase is also im ­ 
pressive as m ilk is a cash crop 
paid for m onthly and not at the 
end of the season as in the case 
of m ost crops. M ilk cash is widely 
used for current farm purchases 
1 and m erchandise 
W hile 1940 figures are not yet 
available for all individual farm 
; products, it is indicated that m ilk 
I is again the largest single source 
I of farm cash income. W hile cash 
j income from m ilk was up 10.87 


per cent the income from all other 
farm products rose only 7.39 per 
cent during 1940. Milk production 
of 111 billion quarts was the larg­ 
est on record. 
More si-nificant, larm cash in­ 
come frrm m ilk for the year 1940 
w as 91.3 based on 1924-29 as 100, 
com pared w ith 77.6 for total farm 
income. The m ilk figure for De­ 
cem ber, 1940, was 104.5, w hile all 
farm income was 84.0. This shows 
how farm income from m ilk has 
been relatively m uch better m ain­ 
tained than farm incom e from all

Senate Bars I 
Beer Purchases 
From Argentina 


Washington, March 31. — The 
Senate adopted. 34 to 29. today, nn 
amendment to the $4,389,000,000 
supplemental defense bill prohibi­ 
ting Army and Navy purchases of 
Argentine canned beef and other j 
foreign products. 
The amendment, opposed by the ! 
administration, 
previously 
had 
been approved by the House. 
The 
Senate 
Appropriations 
Committee had recommended its1 
rejection, 
with 
administration I 
supporters arguing that purchases 
of Argentine canned beef would 
tend to promote the administra­ 
tion’s “good neighbor” policy in 
Latin America. 
The Senate refused to accept a 
restriction against Argentine beet 
proposed for the 
regular 
naval ! 
supply bill. This was the second 
time the Senate had voted on the 
proposal. By a one-vote margin it j 
previously had voted to lift the 
bar against Argentine beef. 
Of the total defense appropria- I 
tion the army would receive $4.- [ 
087.464.354 and the navy would 
get only $295.416.820. The army | 
allotment includes funds for pur- 
shasing 4750 medium and heavy 
bombers, for the expansion of ex­ 
isting production facilities and for 
the improvement of island avia-j 
tion bases obtained from Great | 
Britain. 
In addition, the army would get 
almost a billion dollars

for a 2.000,000-man army and the

THE PLACE OF SOCIAL 
STUDIES IN THE MODERN 
CURRICULUM 


By Betty Belle Donnell 


The social studies are playing 
an ever-increasing part 
in 
the 
elementary 
curriculum 
of 
the 
public schools today. Until recent­ 
ly the social studies have been 
presented as separate and distinct 
bodies of subject matter, such as 
history, geography, and civics. The 
present trend is to unify, corre­ 
late. and integrate these subjects 
into a “science of getting along 
with people." This rather broad 
interpretation of the social stud­ 
ies includes “the whole range of 
human activities, 
past, 
present 
and future." with particular em ­ 
phasis on those facts and condit­ 
ions which concern man 
as 
he 
strives to secure the best things 
of life. 
Several studies have been made 
in an effort to discover the major 
fields of human concern. The fol­ 
lowing list contains the most uni­ 
versally accepted fields as reveal­ 
ed by the studies, although Ihe 
order oi their importance varies 
according 
to 
each 
particular 
study: 
1. “Government. 
2. “Nations and states, (mostly 
economic and political). 
3. "Education. 
4. “Transporation and travel. 
5. “Intellectual vision. 
6. “Geography. 
7. “Buildings. 
8. “Health, sanitation, disease. 
9. “Food. 
10. “Labor. 
11. “Religion. 
12. “Play, sports, games. 
13. “Animal world. 
14. “Commerce. 
15. “Agriculture. 
' 6. “Finance. 
17. “Matter, substances, chem- 
i try. 
18. “Family. 
19. “Music. 
20. “Races, people." 


Any phase of these fields or any 
group of them may be included 
under social 
studies. 
Man’s de­ 
gree of interest in the above sub­ 
jects varies with his age and ex ­ 
perience, but from early child­ 
hood he is aware of them as they 
concern himself and 
affect 
his 
own small world. 
For example, the child entering 
school for the first time finds the 
study of the family 
and 
home 
life particularly appealing. It links 
the familiar pattern of home life 
with the new and unfamiliar one 
of school life. He is allowed to dis­ 
cuss his own family, his pets, his 
friends, his neighbors, his father’s 
occupation, his home duties, and 
other things vitally important to 
! him. In turn he hears his school 
friends present their views on the 
same things. His own 
view 
is 
broadened 
as 
he 
learns 
that 
Mary's father is a grocer; Jo h n ’s 
is a postman; Alice's is a dentist, 
and so on. When this interest in 
occupations 
has 
been 
properly 
stimulated, field trips to the local 
dairy, post office, grocery or laun­ 
dry give the child a closer and 
more real contact. He begins to 
see how the various occupations 
fit into the pattern of life—how 
interdependent we actually 
are. 
He has a respect for each voca­ 
tion as he sees the necessary part 
it plays. He develops an attitude 
of tolerance and 
a 
democratic 
spirit. 
As the child advances and his 
interests become more specialized, 
he and his group may choose to go 
more thoroughly into one particu­ 
lar field. For example, he might 
choose the study of cotton. This 
.study would involve agriculture, 
commerce, transportation, 
geog­ 
raphy. labor, racial problems, fi­ 
nance. and government 
policies. 
R e-ardkss ot what isolated sub­ 
jects he selects, he will necessar- 
• ily touch on many others. 
The field of social studies has 
boundless possibilities and should 
be given a prominent place in our 
modern 
curriculum.
